While so seated. we
learn, he took several drinks from his flask,
which of course isecreased his intoxication.
He finally arose up, staggered across the
street towards the *‘Arcade,” then walked 2
few paces in the opposite direction, and again
staggered and fell backwards, the back part
of his bead striking the surface of the street
which copsists of broken stone, with consider-
able force. In a few moments he rose up and
and remaiced for a short time in a setting
posture, but soon fcll over on his side. Sev
eral persons who were present, immediately
went to him, and finding that he was insensi-
ble, took him in charge, and sent for Dr

Lemon. For some time be appeared to rally
but never spoke, and expired without a strug
gle, about two hours after the accident bap-
pened. An inquest was held on bis remains
by Esq. Kinkead and six Jurors, and a ver-
dict rendered in accordance with the evi-
dence. Dr. Lemon in his testimony before
the inquest said, ““that death was probably

He owned a valuable farm
a few miles from this place on which ke resi-
ded. He leaves a wife to mourn his unhap-
py and unexpee ted death, From his appear-
ance we coujecture that he was about forty
five years of age.
